Mayoral 
Candidates 
stump  for 
Richmond 
votes  at 
local  forum

The  three  major  candidates  for 
mayor  spoke  and  answered  a 
wide  scope  of  questions  submit¬ 
ted  on  cards  by  the  public  during 
the  October  Community/Police 
Forum  at  the  Richmond  Police 
Station. 

The  first  speaker,  Frank 
Jordan,  said  he  decided  to  try  for 
another  term  as  mayor  because  of 
the  state  of  San  Francisco. 

“The  city  is  in  deep  trouble 
and  in  need  of  assistance,”  he 
said.  “About  60  percent  of  the 
city’s  current  employees  are  con¬ 
sistently  paid  overtime.  Brown 
has  also  hired  some  300  employ¬ 
ees  since  taking  office  that  I  think 
weren’t  needed.” 

Jordan  said  he  dramatically 
improved  the  city’s  financial  situ¬ 
ation  during  his  last  term  as  may¬ 
or. 

“I  came  into  office  with  about 
a  $300  million  deficit,”  he  said. 
“When  I  left  we  had  more  than  a 
$100  million  surplus.” 

Jordan  dismissed  a  claim  SF 
Mayor  Willie  Brown  has  used  in 
his  campaign. 

“There  are  no  more  police 
than  when  I  was  in  office,  even 
though  Brown  claims  otherwise,” 
he  said.  “He  was  15  percent  off 
in  his  estimation  of  how  much 
crime  has  dropped  off  in  the 
City.” 

The  first  question  Jordan  re¬ 
sponded  to  after  his  speech  was 
whether  or  not  police  patrols  will 
be  stepped  up  or  street  lights 
added  to  prevent  auto  boosting. 

“We  need  to  sit  down  with 
neighbors  and  various  city 
groups  to  come  up  with  solu¬ 
tions.  I  am  pushing  Rec.  and 
Park  programs  so  youth  can  find 
better  things  to  do.  Repeated 
youth  offenders  need  to  be  treat¬ 
ed  as  adults. 

“While  I  was  mayor  I  fired 
five  library  commissioners  that 
attempted  to  close  seven  li¬ 
braries.  Closing  libraries  is  the 
last  thing  we  should  be  doing,” 
he  said. 

The  former  mayor  also  de¬ 
fended  his  record  concerning  his 
administration's  homeless  poli¬ 
cies. 

“I  reduced  the  total  of  home¬ 
less  people  on  the  street  by  2,300 
as  mayor,”  Jordan  said.  “Brown 
recently  closed  a  large  shelter  at 
Mission  Rock  without  devising  a 
plan  to  compensate  for  the  loss.” 

The  final  question,  which

It's  a  piece  of  cake 
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Harding  golf  scheme  has  senior  duffers 
crying  foul;  petition  drive  launched

An  ad  hoc  group  of  angry  se¬ 
nior  golfers  launched  a  petition 
drive  to  stop  SF  Mayor  Willie 
Brown  from  turning  Harding 
Park  golf  course  into  a  world 
class  facility  because  they  say  the 
plan  discriminates  against  se¬ 
niors. 

“When  they  are  finished,  it 
will  be  a  professional  course  that 
we  cannot  play,”  said  Dave 


Cohen,  a  senior  who  tees-off  at 
Harding  several  times  a  week. 

So  far  the  group  has  collected 
several  hundred  signatures  on 
petitions  and  plans  to  meet  with 
supervisors  and  city  officials,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Joe  Green wald,  a  se¬ 
nior  who  is  coordinating  the 
campaign. 

Under  Brown’s  plan  for 
Harding  Park,  which  was  un¬ 
veiled  at  a  press  conference  in 
July,  the  city  will  solicit  bids 


from  a  private  company  to  sink 
$9  million  into  the  aging  course 
to  bring  it  up  to  PGA  standards 
in  return  for  a  30-year  lease  and  a 
share  of  the  profits. 

As  part  of  the  proposal,  the 
City  is  guaranteed  to  host  the  top 
30  money  winners  in  the  PGA 
Tour  Championship  once  every 
three  years,  which  city  officials 
say  will  bring  millions  of  dollars 
in  revenue  into  city  coffers.  In 
addition,  the  plan  calls  for  turn¬ 


ing  the  adjacent  nine-hole  Jack 
Fleming  golf  course  into  a  six- 
hole,  par-three  teaching  facility 
for  underprivileged  youths. 

Seniors  circulating  petitions 
against  the  proposal  say  they  are 
committed  to  fighting  a  plan  that 
effectively  eliminates  the  Jack 
Fleming  course  from  play  for  se¬ 
niors  and  changes  Harding  Park 
into  a  course  designed  solely  for 
the  world’s  top  golfers. 

According  to  Greenwald,  the 
reconfiguration  of  the  Jack 
Fleming  course  for  use  as  a 
teaching  facility  for  youths 
means  that  many  seniors  will  be 
without  a  place  to  play  golf.  His 
group  says  a  far  better  plan 
would  be  for  the  City  to  use  the 
par-3  municipal  course  in  Golden 
Gate  Park  for  a  youth  teaching 
facility. 

“This  amounts  to  age  discrim¬ 
ination  against  seniors," 
Greenwald  said.  "You  are  taking 
something  away  without  giving 
anything  in  return.  Let  them  play 
at  the  Golden  Gate  course  where 
they  have  a  par  3  which  is  too 
hilly  for  seniors  to  navigate.” 

According  to  Francis  McCall, 
a  senior  who  has  played  at 
Harding  since  1954,  the  mayor’s 
.  plan  discriminates  against  seniors 
living  on  a  fixed  income  by 
tripling  green  fees  at  Harding  and 
by  closing  the  course  for  more

The  battle  for 
civic  sanity 
never  ends. 

Once  again 
San  Francisco 
voters  will  have 
to  go  to  the  polls 
-  this  time  to  pre¬ 
vent  a  disaster 
from  occurring 
when  some  90,000  vehicles  a  day  collide  with 
Market  Street  traffic. 

The  Central  Freeway,  which  connects  resi¬ 
dents  living  and  working  in  our  city’s  east  and 
west  sides,  is  being  threatened  with  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  a  four-block  stretch  of  roadway  that  flies 
over  Market  Street  and  ends  at  Fell  and  Oak 
streets. 

Because  these  four  blocks  are  so  vital  to  the 
city's  transportation  scheme,  22,000  citizens 
signed  a  petition  to  put  Proposition  J  on  the  Nov. 
2  ballot.  Traffic  gridlock  and  all  the  negative  im¬ 
pacts  associated  with  that  malady  are  what  have 
freeway  advocates  fighting  to  keep  the  Central 
Freeway  fully  functioning. 


If  Prop.  J 
is  not  passed, 
commute 
times  will  in¬ 
crease  signifi¬ 
cantly  for 
people  trying 
to  access  the 
east  side  of 
the  city,  from 
four  to  seven  minutes  one  way  at  rush  hour, 
causing  more  gridlock,  air  and  noise  pollution 
and  road  rage. 

Also,  pedestrians  would  have  to  cross  the 
200-foot-wide  intersection  at  Market  Street  in 
“stages.”  It  is  the  stationing  of  seniors  and  the 
disabled  in  median  areas  in  the  middle  of  the 
freeway  intersection  that  has  earned  the  condem¬ 
nation  of  many  disabled  and  senior  activists  in 
the  city. 

Proposition  J  is  part  of  a  sensible  transporta¬ 
tion  plan  because  it  calls  for  the  restoration  of 
the  Central  Freeway  to  Fell  and  Oak  streets  and

Feud  fueled  by 
4  vital  blocks 
of  roadway

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San  Diego  police  arrest  3  suspects  in  murder  case

Three  people  were  arrested  for 
the  brutal  murder  of  Steve  Foth, 
35,  a  Richmond  District  resident 
and  owner  of  Rocket  Records  on 
Ninth  Avenue,  by  San  Diego  po¬ 
lice  in  what  authorities  describe 
as  a  sex-and-drug  deal  gone  bad. 

Foth’s  naked  body  was  found 
in  a  remote  area  of  San  Diego 
near  Lake  Hodges  Sept  30  with 
multiple  stab  wounds  in  the  neck 
and  face. 

“The  investigation  revealed 
that  the  victim  was  into  doing 
crack  cocaine  and  very  much  into 
sex,”  Deputy  District  Attorney 
Blaine  Bowman  told  a  judge  at 
the  arraignment  of  one  of  the 


suspects  Oct  14. 

By  sheer  luck,  San  Diego  po¬ 
lice  were  able  to  break  the  case 
when  a  police  officer  overheard 
an  unidentified  male  accuse  pros¬ 
titute  Lena  Hixson,  22,  of  in¬ 
volvement  in  the  murder.  Hixson 
was  heard  telling  the  man  that 
Willard  James  Hall,  19,  and 
Ronnie  Jermaine  Sherrors,  25, 
murdered  Foth. 

“It  was  an  unusual  situation,” 
said  San  Diego  Homicide  Lt. 
James  Duncan.  “We  got  a  very 
lucky  break.” 

After  police  arrested  Hixson, 
they  went  to  a  home  shared  by 
Hall  and  Sherrors  where  they 
found  a  wallet  and  class  ring  be¬ 
longing  to  Foth.  The  three  have 


since  pleaded  not  guilty  to 
charges  that  they  killed  Foth. 

According  to  Duncan,  the  dis¬ 
trict  attorney  is  considering  the 
death  penalty  for  Hall  and 
Sherrors  because  of  the  brutal  na¬ 
ture  of  the  crime  and  the  fact  that 
it  took  place  during  the  commis¬ 
sion  of  a  robbery  and  kidnap¬ 
ping. 

“This  one  was  particularly  vi¬ 
cious  and  brutal,”  Duncan  said. 
“At  one  point  the  medical  exam¬ 
iner  stopped  counting  the 
wounds.  No  one  deserves  to  die 
that  way.” 

At  the  urging  of  friends,  Foth 
reportedly  left  San  Francisco  for 
San  Diego  to  try  to  shake  a  re¬ 
cent  downward  spiral  fueled  by 
an  addiction  to  crack  cocaine  and 
dangerous  sex.  Friends  speculate 
that  Foth’s  failed  marriage  and 
business  troubles  at  Rocket 
Records  contributed  to  Foth’s  re¬ 
cent  destructive  behavior. 

At  Hixson’s  arraignment,  at¬ 
torney  Blaine  Bowman  told  the 
judge  that  the  day  he  was  mur¬ 
dered  Foth  was  supposed  to  pick 
up  a  friend  and  join  others  at  a 
restaurant.  Instead,  he  detoured 
to  the  City  Heights  area  where  he 
picked  up  Hixson,  who  police 
describe  as  a  known  prostitute. 

According  to  Bowman,  Foth 


told  Hixson  he  wanted  crack  co¬ 
caine  before  having  sex  and 
Hixson  called  Hall  and  Sherrors 
for  the  drugs.  The  two  men  left 
Hixson  behind  and  joined  Foth  in 
his  car  to  get  the  drugs,  returning 
about  15  minutes  later  with  Foth 
tied  up  in  the  trunk  of  the  car. 

According  to  Bowman,  the 
three  drove  in  Foth’s  car  to  the 
area  where  his  body  was  eventu¬ 
ally  found.  When  the  two  men 
opened  the  trunk,  Foth  tried  to 
escape.  At  that  point,  the  two 
men  stabbed  Foth  when  he  tried 
to  run  to  stop  him  from  identify¬ 
ing  them.  Hixson  says  she  was 
forced  by  Hall  and  Sherrors  to 
participate  in  the  stabbing. 

Friends  in  San  Francisco  re¬ 
acted  to  Foth’s  murder  with  dis¬ 
belief  and  sadness. 

“I  find  it  really  hard  to  be-

lieve,”  said  Diane  Franey,  a 
neightior  who  talked  to  Foth  just 
before  he  left  for  San  Diego. 

“He  was  a  really  nice,  soft- 
spoken  and  friendly  person.  We 
hung  out  recently  at  a  garage 
sale.  He  called  to  tell  me  that  he 
was  going  out  of  town  for  a  few 
months  and  someone  would  be 
staying  in  his  apartment,”  Franey 
said. 

Franey  said  that  friends  plan 
to  hold  a  private  vigil  to  say 
goodbye  to  their  friend. 

“I  hope  they  put  them  away 
for  a  long  time,”  she  said  of  the 
suspects. 

It  is  unknown  whether  Rocket 
Records,  located  at  1377  Ninth 
Ave.,  will  reopen.  Telephone 
calls  to  staff  at  the  store  were  not 
returned  as  of  presstime.

Too  many 
pedestrian 
deaths  in  City 


Supervisor  Mabel  Teng  JP 


A  report  re¬ 
leased  last 
month  by 
the  Surface 
Transportation 
Police  Project,  a 
national  organiza¬ 
tion  in 

Washington,  D.C., 
named  San 
Francisco  the  county  with  the 
highest  incidence  of  pedestrian 
fatalities  and  injuries  in 
California. 

Last  year,  San  Francisco  had 
an  alarming  increase  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  pedestrian  fatalities.  The 
number  of  people  killed  while 
trying  to  cross  the  street  nearly 
doubled  from  23  to  4 1 .  A  trip  to 
the  store  or  a  routine  walk  home 
from  school  turned  into  tragedy 
for  4 1  people  last  year. 

Recently,  a  77-year-old  wom¬ 
an  attempting  to  cross  a  busy 
thoroughfare  in  the  Sunset 
District  was  struck  and  killed  by 
a  car.  She  was  the  eighth  pedes¬ 
trian  killed  in  the  city  during  the 
past  two  months.  We  must  put  an 
end  to  this  dramatic  rise  in 
pedestrian  fatalities. 

Recently,  I  took  action  to 
make  our  streets  safer  for  pedes¬ 
trians  -  especially  those  pedestri¬ 
ans  who  are  most  vulnerable  to 
an  accident  and  need  a  little  extra 
time  when  crossing  the  streeL 
Young  children,  the  disabled  and 
elderly  are  prime  examples. 

The  “Green  Light  for 


Pedestrians”  legislation  I  pro¬ 
posed  directed  the  SF  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Parking  and  Traffic  to 
implement  traffic  signal  timings 
using  a  pedestrian  walking  speed 
of  2.5  feet  per  second  at  all  of  the 
city’s  stoplights.  The  national 
standard  for  stoplights  is  4  feet 
per  second.  This  re-timing  to  2.5 
feet  per  second  will  greatly  in¬ 
crease  the  time  elderly  and  dis¬ 
abled  pedestrians  have  to  make  it 
across  the  street  safely. 

Van  Ness  Avenue,  for 
example,  requires  pedestrians  to 
hustle  across  this  40-foot  cross¬ 
walk  in  10  seconds  because  of 
the  national  standard.  The  new 
legislation  would  stretch  crossing 
time  to  16  seconds. 

This  legislation  is  important  to 
me.  I  began  working  on  pedestri¬ 
an  safety  after  two  tragic  acci¬ 
dents  in  1997.  One  involved  two 
sixth-graders  who  were  killed  in 
a  crosswalk  just  one  block  from 
their  school  and  the  other  in¬ 
volved  an  elderly  woman  who 
was  killed  crossing  19th  Avenue. 

In  the  past  three  years,  there 
have  been  more  than  3,000  in¬ 


juries  due  to 
pedestrian  acci¬ 
dents  on  the  streets 
of  San  Francisco. 
Many  of  those 
have  been  the  el¬ 
derly  or  young 
children.  That  is 
why  I  also  spon¬ 
sored  School  Zone 
Safety  legislation,  which  urges 
the  state  legislature  to  double  the 
fine  for  speeding  in  a  school 
zone. 

I  have  also  worked  to  get  the 
Pedestrian  Safety  Campaign  un¬ 
derway.  Under  this  legislation 
that  I  sponsored,  the  Department 
of  Parking  and  Traffic  coordi¬ 
nates  a  city  wide  pedestrian  safety 
campaign  with  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School 
District  The  legislation  also  asks 
for  the  city’s  departments  to 
work  with  the  private  sector  to 
assist  in  the  citywide  effort 
through  advertising  and  publicity 
on  radio,  television  and  bill¬ 
boards. 

One  of  the  biggest  complaints 
I  hear  from  residents  is  that  not 
only  do  drivers  and  cyclists  dis¬ 
obey  traffic  laws,  but  pedestrians 
do  too.  The  city  must  take  some 
major  steps  in  addressing  pedes¬ 
trian  safety  and  re-educate  peo¬ 
ple  about  the  rules  of  the  road.

Despite  all  the  protections  in 
federal  and  state  statutes,  to  say

nothing  of  the  California  consti¬ 
tution,  opponents  say  Proposition 
G  will  leave  San  Franciscans  in¬ 
decently  exposed.  Widows,  or¬ 
phans,  the  lame  and  homeless 
won’t  be  able  to  get  a  private  au¬ 
dience  to  petition  the  barons  of 
city  hall  without  the  whole  world 
watching.  Your  e-mail,  prescrip¬ 
tions,  tax  returns  and  video  rental 
records,  all  bristling  with  names, 
dates  and  details,  will  be  plas¬ 
tered  on  every  kiosk  and  pissoir 
on  Market  Street  Your  x-rays 
will  be  on  the  Internet 

How,  they  say,  can  we  possi¬ 
bly  afford  to  leave  a  paper  trail  of 
how  decisions  are  made  or  a 
place  in  the  conference  room  for 


citizen  observers? 
Think  of  the  ware¬ 
housing  involved  in 
documenting  govern¬ 
ment  -  which  some¬ 
one  once  defined  as 
the  administration  of 
who  gets  what  -  so  it 
can  be  examined  and 
held  accountable.  Think  of  the 
extra  stacks  of  chairs  needed  if 
nobodies  and  anybodies  are  al¬ 
lowed  to  sit  along  the  walls  and 
watch  formerly  unobserved 
meetings  in  addition  to  two  full¬ 
time  employees.  How  can  we 
justify  such  bloat  in  this  era  of 
staff  cutbacks  and  belt  tighten¬ 
ing? 

If  every  annoying  kibitzer  is 
able  to  pick  apart  the  path  of  how 
San  Francisco’s  official  contract¬ 
ing  and  other  negotiations  get 
done  and  put  in  his  or  her  two 
cents,  we’ll  never  get  the  kind  of 
deals  that  we’ve  come  to  expect 
in  San  Francisco  that  serve  the 
public  interest.  No  one  will  want 
to  sell,  work  for  and  live  in  the 
city  or  run  for  public  office. 

The  hobgoblins  who  hope  to 
scare  you  into  voting  no  on  the 
Sunshine  Ordinance  Amend¬ 
ments  are  counting  on  you  not 
reading  it  or  at  least  on  their 
skills  in  making  you  spooked  by 
their  little  horror  stories.  If  you 
read  the  amendments  and  give 
some  thought  to  what’s  important 
in  a  supposedly  self-governing 
community,  you’ll  agree  that  the 
politics  of  democracy  and  the 
economics  of  a  market  system 
have  one  great  characteristic  in 
common  -  information  that 
makes  choice  meaningful  is  ab¬ 
solutely  critical.

asked  Jordan  if  he  would  do 
something  differently  if  he  was 
elected  mayor  again,  prompted  a 
self-abasing  response  that  result¬ 
ed  in  an  uproar  of  laughter  from 
the  crowd. 

“I  would  take  one  less  shower, 
that’s  for  sure,”  he  said. 

He  concluded  by  saying,  “1 
will  focus  on  making  sure  that 
people  I  hire  only  have  one  agen¬ 
da  -  serving  the  public.” 

When  it  was  his  turn,  Brown 
decided  to  pass  on  his  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  speak  and  went  right  to  the 
questions.  The  first  question  was 
similar  to  the  one  Jordan  was 
asked  about  car  break-ins. 

“Assessing  the  situation  and 
determining  the  proper  appropri¬ 
ations  is  an  essential  process  in 
combating  this,”  he  said.  “We 
have  more  than  1,000  officers 
riding  Muni  buses  on  a  regular 
basis.  Their  presence  has  resulted 
in  a  dramatic  drop  in  crime.” 

Brown  was  also  asked  if  he 
supports  the  idea  of  transporting 
students  to  and  from  school  ex¬ 
clusively  on  school  buses. 

“That  is  impossible  to  do  giv¬ 
en  the  dire  financial  state  of  the 
school  district,”  he  said. 

Someone  in  the  audience  sub¬ 
mitted  a  question  that  dealt  with 
how  Brown  would  handle  a  situ¬ 
ation  similar  to  the  Brooklyn 
Museum  in  New  York,  where  a 
controversial  art  exhibit  opened 
in  October. 

“I’m  not  interested  in  being 
judged  on  my  taste  in  art,”  he 
said.  “I  would  never  impose  it  on 
the  public.” 

The  next  question  asked 
Brown  what  he  is  doing  to  com¬ 
bat  people  who  consistently  park 
in  driveways. 

“People  just  need  to  call  DPT 
if  they  see  a  car  in  their  drive¬ 
way,”  he  said.  “They  will  come 
out  and  tow  it.” 

Brown’s  last  question  was 
about  the  increased  number  of  bi¬ 
cycle  paths  that  many  bicycle  en¬ 
thusiasts  want. 

“We  need  to  build  a  consensus 
on  what  areas  are  proper  for  such 
use,”  he  said. 

The  final  candidate,  Clint 
Reilly,  began  his  speech  by  lash¬ 
ing  out  at  Brown. 

“Brown’s  administration  has 
violated  every  principal  on  how 
to  run  a  city  during  his  term,”  he 
said.  “Our  money  is  being  wast¬ 


ed  instead  of  being  invested  in 
the  infrastructure  and  schools  in 
San  Francisco.” 

Reilly  said  drug  use  and  sales 
have  “exploded”  during  Brown’s 
term. 

“He  is  also  allowing  chain 
stores  to  move  into  our  city 
unimpeded,”  he  said. 

Reilly  said  the  style  in  which 
Brown  runs  San  Francisco  is  ob¬ 
solete. 

“This  is  the  last  city  run  by  a 
political  machine,”  he  said.  “You 
own  the  city,  not  the  mayor  or  his 
cronies.” 

The  first  question  Reilly  re¬ 
sponded  to  was  what  he  will  do 
to  keep  the  city  clean. 

“I  think  we  need  500  more  po¬ 
lice  officers  in  the  City,”  he  said. 
“We  also  need  to  hire  street  in¬ 
spectors  that  would  be  in  charge 
of  checking  different  areas  for 
garbage  and  graffiti.” 

The  last  question  of  the 
evening  was  the  same  one  that 
was  posed  to  Jordan  and  Brown 
about  homelessness. 

“We  have  spent  S90  million 
on  homelessness  in  the  last  year,” 
he  said.  “We  need  to  have  a  cen¬ 
sus  of  how  many  homeless  peo¬ 
ple  there  are,  open  daytime  shel¬ 
ters  for  the  mentally  ill  and  give 
vouchers  for  services  instead  of 
cash  to  homeless  people."

Richmond  Diver  swims  with  the 
sharks  at  Underwater  World 


Claims  too 
many  sharks 
being  killed

Though  the  work  is  stressful, 
Han  Lee  prefers  swimming  with 
the  sharks  of  San  Francisco  Bay 
over  some  of  the  stresses  of  mod¬ 
em  life. 

“Even  though  it  is  work  it  is 
also  kind  of  relaxing,”  said  Lee, 
“It  is  almost  like  a  retreat  into  the 
wild.” 

Lee,  21,  a  recent  graduate  of 
UC  Santa  Barbara  with  a  degree 
in  Aquatic  Biology,  works  as  a 
diver  at  Underwater  World  at 
Pier  39. 

Ironically,  even  after  close  to 
200  dives  in  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
Lee  has  never  observed  any 
sharks. 

“So  being  able  to  swim  with 
them  here  was  very  exciting,” 
Lee  said.  “Being  able  to  feed 
them  is  such  a  wild  ride.  It  is  a 
lot  of  fun.” 

Lee  is  a  professional  diver  at 
Underwater  World,  which  is  the 
home  to  some  Bay  Area  sharks, 
including  the  Seven  Gill, 
Leopard,  Brown  Smooth  Hound 
and  Spiny  Dog  Fish.  Angel 
Sharks  are  a  new  addition,  some 
of  the  376  or  so  species  of  sharks 
that  people  do  not  know  a  great 
deal  about  or  may  have  never 
seen. 

Divers  at  the  aquarium  have 
no  problem  performing  their 
cleaning  functions  in  the  tanks 
with  these  nearby  sharks.  But  the 
feared  Great  White  Shark  has  not 
been  included  in  the  collection 
because  they  are  potentially  dan¬ 
gerous  and  have  not  fared  well  in 
captivity.  There  are  also  other 
fish,  Bat  Rays,  Big  Skates  and 
the  new  Pacific  Electric  Ray  in 
the  tank. 

“I  think  sharks  are  curious  an¬ 
imals.  I  have  seen  them  swim  by 
and  look  you  in  the  eye,”  said 
Lee.  “At  feeding  time  they  be¬ 
come  a  little  more  exciting.” 

Lee  was  wary  in  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  his  new  assignment 

“At  first  when  I  started  diving 
with  them  it  was  a  little  nerve 
wracking,”  Lee  said.  "But  when 
you  realize  that  there  are  fish  that 
don’t  get  attacked  and  they  are 
way  smaller  than  you  ....” 

Underwater  World  has  regular 
feedings  so  the  sharks  are  not  in¬ 
clined  to  feed  on  the  other  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  tank. 

‘They  are  potentially  danger¬ 
ous  but  they  won’t  bother  people 
unless  you  provoke  them,”  said 
Lee. 

So  far,  Lee’s  co-workers  like 
him.

Han  Lee  is  a  member  of  a 
team  of  divers  at  Under¬ 
water  World  at  San  Fran¬ 
cisco’s  Pier  39. 

“Working  with  Han  is  great. 
He  is  an  excellent  diver  and  he 
completes  his  daily  responsibili¬ 
ties  enthusiastically,”  said  co¬ 
worker  Michael  Howard. 

Lee  grew  up  near  Golden 
Gate  Park  but  was  born  in 
Taiwan.  The  child  of  Chinatown 
merchants,  Lee’s  parents  discour¬ 
aged  him  from  pursuing  diving. 

“What  I  am  interested  in  has 
nothing  to  do  with  family  histo¬ 
ry,”  Lee  said. 

But  despite  no  direct  encour¬ 
agement,  Lee  has  always  been 
interested  in  the  nearby  ocean. 

“I  went  to  the  beach  a  lot  and 
the  Steinhart  Aquarium  which  is 
close  to  my  house,”  Lee  said. 

Lee  said  he  remembers  look¬ 
ing  for  Sand  Dollars  on  the  beach 
as  a  child.  There  were  fishing 
trips  with  his  family.  He  owned 
an  aquarium,  and  watched  docu¬ 
mentaries  about  marine  animals. 

When  Lee  started  studies  at 
UC  Santa  Barbara,  his  goal  was 
to  become  a  doctor.  After  two 
years,  he  shifted  to  specialize  in 
Marine  Sciences. 

“I  really  enjoyed  marine  sci¬ 
ences,”  Lee  said.  “I  didn’t  want 
to  be  stuck  in  a  job  where  I 
would  be  unhappy.” 

Lee  got  work  as  graduate  stu¬ 
dent  working  as  a  research  diver 
for  a  Sea  Cucumber  research  pro¬ 
ject  in  1998.  He  spent  the  entire 
summer  diving  in  Santa  Barbara 
area  and  Santa  Cruz  Island. 

The  study  focused  on  a  num¬ 
ber  of  things  including  popula¬ 
tion  dynamics  and  production 
rates.  Lee  preferred  marine  ecol¬ 
ogy  to  marine  zoology,  having  a 
greater  interest  in  the  larger  ap¬ 
proach. 

Currently  he  is  considering 
further  studies  in  Marine  Biology 
with  an  emphasis  in 
Physiological  Ecology  or 
Ethology.  He  also  has  an  interest 
in  marine  conservation. 

“I  think  most  Asian  cultures 


see  the  ocean  as  a  source  of  food. 
They  have  no  reverence  for  the 
ocean,”  Lee  said.  “Most  Asian 
countries  are  not  very  environ¬ 
mental  .friendly.  It  is  kind  of  sad¬ 
dening.” 

But  he  is  hopeful  about  the  fu¬ 
ture. 

“In  the  younger  generation 
there  is  an  awareness  of  the  dam¬ 
age  we  can  cause,”  said  Lee. 
“There  is  definitely  a  green 
movement  in  Taiwan  and  Hong 
Kong.” 

Even  sharks,  one  of  the  most 
highly  evolved  predators  in  the 
world,  are  threatened  by 
unchecked  hunting. 

“Many  Asians  see  sharks  as 
food,”  Lee  said.  "In  Asia,  sharks 
are  hunted  for  specific  parts,  like 
shark  fins,  and  the  rest  of  the 
shark  is  thrown  away.” 

According  to  reports  in  The 
Nature  Company  Guides,  Sharks 
and  Rays,  12  million  sharks  are 
killed  per  year  compared  to  the 
six  humans  killed  by  sharks. 

The  reported  landings  of  carti¬ 
laginous  fish  currently  exceed 
700,000  tons  per  year.  Many 
sharks  are  hunted  just  for  fins 
with  the  remainder  of  the  shark 
being  dumped  back  into  the 
ocean. 

“It  is  troubling  that  they  just 
waste  the  shark,”  Lee  said. 

Lee  thinks  part  of  the  problem 
stems  from  the  media. 

“I  think  fear  of  sharks  is  fu¬ 
eled  by  what  we  see  in  the 
movies,”  Lee  said.  “Great  Whites 
have  attacked  people  but  that  is 
by  accident.” 

But  sharks  are  special  and 
they  play  a  role.  As  predators  in 
the  ocean,  they  help  control  pop¬ 
ulations  of  animals  who  would 
otherwise  overpopulate  their 
habitat  and  deplete  their  food 
source,  eventually  leading  to 
drastic  drops  in  population  num¬ 
bers  due  to  starvation. 

“Sharks  are  very  important 
animals  in  the  ocean,”  said  Lee. 
"They  prevent  overpopulation  of 
many  species  by  weeding  out  the 
sick  and  old.” 

Lee  argues  we  need  to  care  for 
them  even  though  we  have  been 
scared  of  them  in  the  past. 

“We  shouldn’t  hate  them  even 
if  they  do  sometimes  attack  hu¬ 
mans,”  Lee  said. 

“The  ecological  role  they  per¬ 
form  is  so  important  we  can’t  let 
them  be  hunted  into  extinction.” 

Because  of  his  interest  in 
sharks,  diving  with  them  at 
Underwater  World  is  Lee's  pri¬ 
vate  retreat. 

“If  I  dived  at  some  wild  site  I 
wouldn’t  see  as  much  wildlife  as 
I  see  in  the  tank,”  Lee  said.  “It  is 
kind  of  like  taking  a  walk  in  the 
woods  except  that  it  is  under  wa¬ 
ter.”

Fighting  to  keep  the  freeway  open

it  calls  for  the  City  to  create  a 
comprehensive  transportation 
plan  that  addresses  all  modes  of 
transportation,  including  pedes¬ 
trians,  bicycles,  vehicles  and 
mass  transit. 

Three  major  transportation 
agencies  in  the  City  -  the  SF 
Department  of  Parking  and 
Traffic,  SF  Transportation 
Authority  and  the  Department  of 
Transportation  -  would  work 
with  Caltrans  to  ensure  sound 
planning  and  implementation 
policies. 

Proposition  J  would  also  have 
the  Central  Freeway  up-and-run- 
ning  at  full  capacity  about  2004, 
a  full  year  before  any  boulevard 
plan  can  be  completed. 

Freeway  opponents  are  fond 
of  saying  their  plan  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  sooner  than  the  Central 
Freeway  retrofit,  but  they  only 
consider  the  city’s  portion  of  the 
plan,  the  boulevard  north  of 
Market  Street.  Regardless  of 
when  construction  on  the  boule¬ 
vard  part  of  the  plan  is  complete, 
Caltrans  will  not  have  a  freeway 
to  hook  up  to  the  boulevard  until 
2005  -  at  the  earliest. 

Aside  from  voters  having  to 
pass  Prop.  J,  a  second  measure 
put  on  the  ballot  at  the  filing 
deadline  by  four  supervisors, 
Proposition  I,  tries  to  confuse 
voters  by  cloaking  the  important 
transportation  issue  as  a  housing 
issue,  a  ruse  that  is  not  needed. 

California  Governor  Gray 
Davis  signed  a  bill  into  law  in 
early  October  that  gives  land  pre¬ 
viously  occupied  by  the  Central 
Freeway’s  Franklin  and  Gough 
street  ramps  to  the  City.  The 
ramps  were  removed  after  the 
Loma  Prieta  Earthquake  and 
have  been  vacant  since  then. 

Approval  of  the  state  law 
means  about  70  percent  of  the 
housing  that  was  planned  to  be 
built  on  freeway  land  will  be 
built  despite  the  outcome  of  the 
upcoming  election.  That  means 
we  can  build  housing  and  also 
keep  an  efficient,  fully-function¬ 
ing  Central  Freeway! 

Proposition  I  would  destroy 
the  freeway  from  Market  Street 
to  Fell  Street  and  dump  thou¬ 
sands  of  vehicles  using  the  free¬ 
way  daily  at  the  south  side  of 
Market  Street  at  Octavia.  The 
traffic  impacts  on  the  surround¬ 
ing  neighborhood  will  be  dramat¬ 
ic  as  vehicles  fan  out  throughout 
the  area. 

The  now-sleepy  intersection 
will  be  the  focus  of  air  pollution 
at  levels  much  higher  than  they 
are  now  when  traffic  comes  to 
gridlock  at  the  intersection  of 
Market  and  Octavia  streets. 

Despite  the  best  intentions  of 
Octavia  Boulevard  proponents, 
there  is  no  way  the  boulevard 
plan  can  handle  the  amount  of 


traffic  the  current  freeway  config¬ 
uration  can. 

According  to  the  SF 
Department  of  Parking  and 
Traffic,  the  boulevard  can  only 
handle  about  half  of  the  amount 
of  daily  traffic  carried  on  the 
freeway.  Caltrans  says  in  its  en¬ 
vironmental  assessment  for  the 
freeway  project  that  the  boule¬ 
vard  can  only  carry  67  percent  of 
the  amount  of  traffic  that  was 
carried  on  the  Central  Freeway  as 
it  was  before  the  earthquake 
damaged  it 

In  the  late  1950s  it  was  decid¬ 
ed  that  the  Central  Freeway, 
which  is  elevated  its  entire

than  a  year  during  the  renova¬ 
tions. 

“This  deal  takes  one-third  6f 
the  city’s  golf  courses  out  of  cir¬ 
culation  for  over  a  year.  I  may 
•  not  be  here  by  the  time  they  fin¬ 
ish  the  thing,”  said  McCall. 
McCall,  who  plays  golf  three 
times  a  week,  says  that  under 
Brown’s  plan  green  fees  for  resi¬ 
dents  playing  on  weekdays  at 
Harding  will  increase  from  $10 
to  $30,  forcing  seniors  on  fixed 
incomes  to  cut  back  on  their  pri¬ 
mary  source  of  recreation. 

“Right  now,  I  spend  $150  a 
month.  If  fees  go  up  to  $30  that 
will  really  hurt  us  in  the  pocket. 
We’re  scared  to  death  of  what 
will  happen.  Playing  golf  is  all 
we  have  to  do,”  McCall  said. 

In  a  recent  interview,  Joel 
Robinson,  acting-general  manag¬ 
er  at  the  SF  Recreation  and  Park 
Department,  defended  the  may¬ 
or’s  plan  saying  many  of  the  se¬ 
niors’  objections  are  based  on 
“rumor  and  innuendo.” 

“One  of  our  main  objectives  is 
designing  a  course  that  serves  the 
needs  of  all  San  Franciscans,  but 
that  also  meets  PGA  standards,” 
Robinson  said. 

Robinson  denies  that  green 
fees  will  climb  by  an  amount 
anywhere  near  $30  and  promised 
that  any  increase  for  residents 
will  be  reasonable. 

“That  is  absolutely  not  true. 
San  Francisco  seniors  who  are 
residents  will  be  able  to  play  a 
PGA  championship  course  for  at 
or  near  what  they  are  paying 
now,”  Robinson  said. 

In  order  to  meet  PGA  stan¬ 
dards,  Harding  will  undergo  sub¬ 
stantial  renovations  to  make  the 
course  challenging  enough  for 
Tiger  Woods  and  other  top  PGA 
money  winners. 

But  critics  say  lengthening 
and  undulating  the  fairways, 
deepening  the  bunkers  and 
speeding  up  the  greens  will  make 
the  course  unplayable  for  sehiors 
and  most  golfers. 

“They  are  going  to  trick  the 


length,  should  be  flown  over 
Market  Street  before  delivering 
its  traffic  to  surface  streets.  Fell 
and  Oak  streets  have  served  as 
major  east-west  transportation 
corridors  for  more  than  40  years. 
The  disputed  four  blocks  of  free¬ 
way  north  of  Market  Street  are 
not  causing  a  hardship  on  the 
people  who  live  in  the  area.

course  up  for  the  top  profession¬ 
als.  The  greens  will  be  very  fast. 
They  will  put  in  more  sand  traps 
and  undulate  the  fairways.  This 
will  make  it  impossible  for  the 
average  player  at  Harding  who 
shoots  over  100,”  said  Bill 
Dudley,  a  senior  who  has  played 
Harding  for  the  past  10  years. 

Robinson  dismissed  Dudley’s 
claim  as  “undue  speculation”  and 
said  the  specifics  of  course  reno¬ 
vations  would  be  addressed  at  a 
later  date  in  the  process. 

Seniors  also  say  they  are  wor¬ 
ried  that  lengthening  and  undu¬ 
lating  the  fairways  will  prohibit 
them  from  walking  the  course 
and  eliminate  their  primary 
source  or  exercise. 

“We  are  interested  in  walking 
the  course.  With  this  plan  we  are 
going  to  be  walking  another  700 
yards,  which  makes  it  too  long 
for  most  seniors,”  McCall  said. 

Not  so,  says  Robinson.  He 
says  the  basic  footprint,  or  size  of 
the  course,  will  remain  the  same 
and  special  tees  will  be  set  up  for 
seniors  which  will  allow  them  to 
walk  the  course. 

“They  are  not  required  to 
drive  from  pro  tees,”  said 
Robinson. 

Bids  for  the  renovations  are 
due  in  November  and  public 
hearings  will  be  scheduled  by 
city  officials  in  the  near  future, 
according  to  Robinson.

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Sushi  Boom  is  a 
bright,  pleas¬ 
ant  neighbor¬ 
hood  restaurant  Sure, 
they  serve  teriyaki, 
donburi  lunches  and 
dinners,  but  the  menu 
also  includes  tempu¬ 
ra,  udon  and  kushiyaki  dinners,  including 
soup,  salad,  rice  and  green  tea.  But  their 
speciality,  raw  fish,  is  what  brings  the  cus¬ 
tomers  back. 

For  those  who  don’t  like  sushi,  try  an 
excellent  six-piece  California  roll  tray  for 
$3.75.  Other  choices  include  shrimp  tem¬ 
pura  ($4.95  for  a  roll  cut  into  about  seven 
pieces,  $3.50  for  a  hand  roll  in  a  cone 
shape),  veggie  rolls  and  soft-shelled  crab 
roll  ($6.95). 

A  sushi  dinner  includes  miso  soup  - 
which  is  salty  but  good  -  green  tea  and  a 
green  salad.  My  husband  and  I  ordered  the 
California  roll,  shrimp  tempura  (hand  roll) 
and  yellowtail  (hamachi)  sashimi  ($7.95). 
The  hamachi  sashimi  is  a  great  bargain. 
Some  nigiri  sushi  items  may  be  ordered  as 
sashimi  too. 

The  six-month-old  restaurant  has  a  de¬ 
lightful  and  comfy  decor.  Nothing  fancy, 
but  pleasant  to  the  eye.  We  were  welcomed 
as  hosts  would  welcome  guests  into  their 
home.  The  waitresses  made  us  feel  at 
home.  Chef  Toshi,  who  prepares  the  sushi, 
takes  his  craft  seriously. 

“Sushi  is  edible  art,”  he  said. 

Be  sure  to  ask  for  specials  such  as  the 
rainbow  roll,  volcano  roll,  rock  ‘n’  roll  and 
tiger  roll.  A  list  of  13  appetizers  have  an 


average  price  of 
$4.95.  Hot  or  cold 
sake,  beer,  wine  and 
soft  drinks  are  avail¬ 
able.  Desserts  include 
green  tea  and  ginger 
ice  cream  for  $1.50. 

If  you  prefer  the 
tempura,  udon  and  Kushiyaki  dinners,  ex¬ 
pect  to  pay  between  $8.95  and  $9.95. 

The  restaurant  holds  32  people  at  tables 
for  two  or  four.  There  are  also  14  seats  at 
the  restaurant’s  counter.  It’s  a  bright,  but 
pleasant  room  with  paper  lamps  overhead 
and  cherry  blossoms  painted  on  them. 
Light  wood  paneling  compliments  the  light 
wood  tables  and  chairs.  Modest  art  pieces 
on  the  walls  contribute  to  the  Japanese  am¬ 
biance.

son  between  the  task  force  and  steering 
committee. 

The  13-member  task  force  is  expected 
to  include  four  neighborhood  representa¬ 
tives,  one  business  representative,  two  en¬ 
vironmental  representatives,  two  consul¬ 
tants/engineers  and  one  member  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  Recreation 
and  Park  Department,  National  Park

Service  and  California  Coastal  Com¬ 
mission. 

“We  solicited  resumes  for  these  posi¬ 
tions  which  were  forwarded  to  the  mayor’s 
office,”  Vietor  said.  “They  were  due  by 
Oct.  20  and  about  20  people  applied.  No 
members  have  been  named  yet” 

Vietor  said  the  task  force  will  probably 
not  meet  at  the  same  location  each  month, 
but  City  Hall  will  be  used  frequently. 

Representatives  from  city,  state  and  na¬ 
tional  agencies  discussed  their  involvement 
with  Ocean  Beach  at  the  meeting. 

Frank  Filice  from  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  said  DPW  is  responsible  for 
infrastructure  issues  ranging  from  the  Cliff 
House  to  Fort  Funston. 


‘This  includes  graffiti  abatement,  road 
maintenance  and  protection  of  the  Lake 
Merced  transport,”  he  said.  “DPW  has  re¬ 
cently  been  addressing  erosion  problems 
south  of  Sloat  Boulevard.” 

The  Recreation  and  Park  Department’s 
Tom  Mrakava  said  his  department  main¬ 
tains  an  area  that  stretches  from  Sloat 
Boulevard  to  the  northern  end  of  La  Playa 
Street. 

“We  have  been  involved  with  landscap¬ 
ing  and  maintaining  the  sand  on  paths  near 
the  Beach  Chalet,”  he  said. 

Brian  O’Neil,  from  the  Golden  Gate 
National  Recreation  Area,  said  the  park 
service  manages  the  public  lands  that  ex¬ 
tend  from  the  Cliff  House  to  Fort  Funston. 

“We  manage  related  and  sometimes 
competing  uses  such  as  habitat  and  endan¬ 
gered  species  protection,”  O’Neil  said. 
“This  is  an  exciting  opportunity  to  look  at 
collaborative  efforts  and  address  ongoing 
issues  at  Ocean  Beach. 

“This  is  a  corridor  with  shared  respon¬ 
sibilities,  not  just  the  place  where  jurisdic¬ 
tional  lines  divide  responsibility  between 
different  groups,”  he  said. 

Cards  were  circulated  to  members  of 
the  different  groups  and  everyone  was 
asked  to  list  what  their  key  issues  were 
with  Ocean  Beach. 

The  issues  were  broken  up  into  erosion, 
aesthetics,  safety,  recreation,  environment, 
access  and  cleanliness.  Each  of  these  is¬ 
sues  will  be  used  as  agenda  items  for  fu¬ 
ture  task  force  meetings.

How  you  hold 
title  to  real 
estate  has  le¬ 
gal,  tax  and  estate 
planning  ramifica¬ 
tions.  It  should  be 
carefully  explored 
before  you  take  ti¬ 
tle,  especially  if  you 
are  buying  the  prop¬ 
erty  with  another  person. 

It  is  a  good  idea  to  seek  ad¬ 
vice  from  an  attorney  about  es¬ 
tate  planning  and  consult  a  tax 
advisor.  Most  buyers  leave  the 
decision  of  how  to  hold  title  until 
the  last  minute  and  then  do  not 
receive  adequate  or  proper  ad¬ 
vice  on  this  important  issue. 

If  you  are  purchasing  property 
by  yourself,  you  will  be  acquir¬ 
ing  title  by  sole  ownership, 
which  is  also  called  separate 
ownership,  single  ownership  or 
severalty  ownership.  The  term 
severalty  is  misleading  because  it 
appears  to  denote  more  than  one 
person.  However,  it  is  a  legal 
term  meaning  that  sole  owner¬ 
ship  is  severed  from  all  other 
forms  of  ownership. 

If  you  are  purchasing  property 
with  others,  the  most  common

forms  of  co-ownership  are  tenan¬ 
cy  in  common,  joint  tenancy  and 
community  property. 

A  tenancy  in  common  can  be 
created  when  two  or  more  related 
or  unrelated  people  hold  title  to  a 
property  either  equally  or  un¬ 
equally  and  each  individual  has 
the  right  to  do  whatever  he  or  she 
wishes  with  their  interest  in  the 
property.  For  example,  an  indi¬ 
vidual  can  sell  their  interest,  give 
it  away  or  will  it  to  someone 
else. 

One  of  the  disadvantages  of 
holding  title  as  tenants  in  com¬ 
mon  is  that  at  times  it  may  be  im¬ 
practical  for  a  co-tenant  to  sell  a 
fractional  interest  in  a  piece  of 
property. 

An  example  is  if  three  broth¬ 
ers  or  tenants  in  common  each 
own  one-third  interest  in  a  house 
and  one  of  them  wishes  to  sell.  It 
would  probably  be  difficult  to 
find  someone  who  would  want  to 
purchase  his  share. 

His  best  chance  might  be  to 
sell  it  to  one  or  both  of  his  broth¬ 
ers.  If  they  are  not  in  a  position 
to  buy  him  out,  he  might  either 
have  to  sell  his  portion  at  a  steep 
discount  or  go  through  the  legal 
channels  for  a  partition  sale. 

Joint  tenancy  means  the  joint 
ownership  of  a  property  by  two 


or  more  people 
with  the  right  of 
survivorship.  All 
of  the  joint  tenants 
own  an  equal  in¬ 
terest  and  have 
equal  rights  in  the 
property. 

Any  of  the  joint 
tenants  may  trans¬ 
fer  his  or  her  interest  in  the  prop¬ 
erty  to  another  party,  but  this  dis¬ 
solves  the  joint  tenancy  and  cre¬ 
ates  a  tenants  in  common  interest 
with  respect  to  the  other  parties 
who  are  on  title. 

The  most  important  feature  of 
joint  tenancy  is  the  right  of  sur¬ 
vivorship.  A  joint  tenant  cannot 
will  his  interest  in  the  property  to 
others. 

The  surviving  joint  tenants) 
simply  becomes  the  owner(s)  of 
the  property  without  going 
through  the  probate  process, 
which  can  involve  expensive  le¬ 
gal  fees  and  take  months  to  re¬ 
solve. 

Community  property  consists 
of  all  properties  acquired  togeth¬ 
er  by  a  husband  and  wife  during 
a  valid  marriage.  Interests  of  the 
owners  cannot  be  transferred 
separately,  meaning  that  100  per¬ 
cent  of  the  property  must  be 
transferred  at  the  same  time. 

Each  spouse  can  will  his  or  her 
portion  to  others. 

An  important  benefit  of  hold¬ 
ing  title  in  community  property 
lies  in  the  area  of  taxation.  When 
one  spouse  dies,  the  whole  prop¬ 
erty  gets  a  step-up  in  basis  to  the 
then-current  market  value. 

If  the  property  is  sold  right 
away,  there  will  be  no  taxes  due

on  the  gain.  If  the  property  is 
transferred  through  title  by  a 
joint  tenancy,  only  the  deceased 
person’s  portion  gets  a  step-up  in 
basis,  resulting  in  a  non-favor- 
able  tax  situation. 

Holding  title  to  real  estate  is  a 
complicated  and  technical  matter. 
I  have  only  touched  the  surface 
in  this  article.  It  has  legal,  tax 
and  estate  planning  ramifications. 

Unfortunately,  most  pur¬ 
chasers  are  caught  up  with  the 
home  buying  process  and  do  not 
have  a  chance  to  explore  how  to 


hold  title  until  they  are  signing 
the  paperwork  at  the  title  compa¬ 
ny.  This  prompts  them  to  decide 
on  the  method  of  buying  without 
any  expert  advice. 

I  suggest  that  you  examine 
how  you  are,  or  will  be,  holding 
title  and  contact  an  attorney 
and/or  tax  advisor  regarding  the 
best  investment  for  you.

one  offer  them.  You’ll  opt  in,  de¬ 
pressed  by  the  normal  choice 
among  evils  or  mediocrities,  or 
opt  out  altogether. 

Proposition  G  doesn’t  promise 
perfect  information  for  political 
accountability.  However,  it  repre¬ 
sents  your  chance  at  a  mu~h 
clearer  picture  of  how  the  City  is 
run  and  a  much  more  effective 
way  for  ordinary  people  to  take 
part  in  that  process  intelligently 
and  with  dignity. 

There’s  no  threat  to  privacy  in 
Proposition  G,  except  for  those 
who’ve  come  to  think  of  govern¬ 
ment  as  their  private  preserve. 
There’s  no  extraordinary  cost, 
except  for  those  who  insist  that 
observable,  accessible  and  ac¬ 
countable  processes  are  a  luxury 
city  government  can’t  afford. 
There’s  no  threat  to  any  negotiat¬ 
ing  success,  except  those  that  de¬ 
pend  on  keeping  everyone  but 


the  dealmakers  in  the  dark,  until 
it’s  too  late,  about  just  what’s  be¬ 
ing  bargained  away. 

What’s  wrong  with  the 
Sunshine  Ordinance  as  it  stands? 
There  is  nothing  wrong,  but  a  lot 
of  limits  and  things  left  or  taken 
out  to  ensure  that  supervisors 
would  approve  it  in  the  first  place 
need  to  be  restored.  Most  of 
Proposition  G  restores  politically 
unacceptable  elements  surren¬ 
dered  five  years  ago  just  to  win 
acceptance  of  some  basic  provi¬ 
sions  or  addresses  access  needs 
that  simply  were  not  apparent  un¬ 
til  the  ordinance  was  in  place  for 
a  while. 

You  always  have  more  choic¬ 
es  than  seem  apparent.  However, 
you  have  to  have  a  process  for 
finding  out  what  they  are  and  a 
forum  for  insisting  they  be  of¬ 
fered.  How  scary  can  that  be?
